States in the field of aviation, Lieuts. 
Lester J. Maitland and Albert Hegen- 
berger of the United States army 
| landed in Hawaii at 6:29 a. m. today, 
‘after a flight of 26 hours and 55 min- 

_utes from Oakland, Cal. 

| Their crossing of the 2,400 miles of 
_ Pacific ocean sets a new record in the 
annals of aviation. Even greater is 
‘their. triumph in the technical fleld of 
' aerial navigation, for without a guide 
on the vast solitude beneath them they 


| hit a target less than 300 miles wide. 


Beyond the Hawaiian islands the open 
ocean extends for many thousands of 
miles. 

Come in by Back Door. 

Indeed, Lieut. Maitland and his 
companion did not hit the Hawaitian 
target by a fat margin. Instead of 
first making the island of Oahu, in 
the middle of the group, their destina- 
tion, they sighted first the island of 
Kauai, on the northern end of the Ha- 
waiian chain. Lieut. Maitland recog- 
nized the island by reason of previous 
acquaintance and turned hig plane 
back to Oahu, surprising the huge 
crowds there by coming in from the 
west, instead of from the east.. 

The wheels of the plane touched the 
ground at Wheeler field at 6:29 a. m. 
They landed on earth which had been 
soaked by a torrential rain before the 
plane’s arrival. 

The Fokker dipped slightly as it 
passed over the historic Waikiki beach 
and came down to the landing. The 
plane taxied for the entire length ‘of 
the field before circling and coming 
back to a point in front of the review- 
ing stand. 

Guns Thunder Salute. 

The crowd went wild when the ma- 
chine was driven to within fifteen feet 
of the stand. Guns and bombs thun- 
dered a salute. The escort of twelve 
airplanes from Luke and Wheeler 
fields, which had been out since 4:45 
a. m., missed Lieuts. Maitland and 
Hegenberger, who came in alone. 

The fiyers changed from their cov- 
eralls inside the plane and stepped 
out in immaculate khaki. | 

Maj. Gen. E. M. Lewis clasped the 
hands of both aviators and his eyes 
filled with tears.

Col. John Howard of the department- 
al air office rushed to the plane and 
grasped Lieut. Maitland’s hands, say- 
ing: ‘‘ You did it and I congratulate 
you.

Sam Collins, colored, 
80 years old and said to have been a 
slave, died in his home, 4330% South 
State street, and William J. Cotter, 
1942 Wilson avenue, died after being 
taken ill at work. Both deaths were 
attributed to the effect of heat on 
weak hearts.

GENEVA, Switzerland, June 29.— 
{he armament of destroyers is to be 
Hmited to 5 inch guns, the technical 
experts of the three power naval lim- 
tation conference agreed today. This 

was made by the British. 
This decision means the collapse of 
the United States’ projected de- 
groyer program; some destroyers 
were planned to attain 2,500 to 3,000 
tons, and to carry 6 inch guns, mak: 
ing them capable of combatting the 


gnaller cruiser types. However, the 
gecision allows an additional inch in 
caliber over the guns of the American 
destroyers in commission, which mount 
only 4 inch guns. The British and 
Japanese destroyers carry 4.7 inch 
guns. 

The experts have reached no accord 
on the maximum size for destroyers 
nor the tonnage to be allowed. 

Experts Busy on Cruisers. 


“We had an exchange of views,”’ 
gaid Admiral Hilary Jones of the 
American delegation, “but many ex- 
perts were absent studying cruiser 
strengths in connection with the Brit- 
ish proposal for two categories of 10,- 
goo ton cruisers, smaller armament, 
and finally reduction to 7,500 tons. 
Based on the English Admiral Field's, 
figures, Great Britain possesses sixty- 
two cruisers of various tonnage, Japan 
twenty-nine, and the United States 
fifteen. Japan's proposals are to main- 
tain the status quo, based on the ages 
of ships and the agefor replacement, 
and vessels beyond a certain age are 
pot taken into consideration by the 
Tokio plan. 

“Regarding destroyers, the United 
States has about 300, totaling about 
350.000 tons. We concentrated on 
destroyers as anti-submarine 
eraft at the allies’ request when we 
entered the war in 1917, abandoning 
the building of anything else. Some 
ef these were built in one month.” 

Navy figures on American destroy- 
ers show 176 now in commission are 
tied up at the Philadelphia and San 
Diego navy yards. Twelve, converted 
for the coast guard, are chasing rum 
runners, six have been made into 
mine layers, and 100 odd are divided 
into squadrons of eighteen each. Two 
gquardrons are stationed in the far 
east; two are with the Pacific fleet, 
one with the Atlantic fleet and a flo- 
tila for the near east is based at 
Constantinople. 


Approaching Age Limit. 

All the American destroyers will 
reach what the navy estimates as the 
age limit—thirteen years—in 1930. 
Bat 1756, with their tip-up gune taken 
of, their torpedo tubes taken out, and 
their machinery rusting and disman- 
Ged, will require more than three 
years to put in cammission.

Gibson Calls Progress Satisfactory. 

Ambassador Hugh Gibson, head of 
the American delegation, said today 
that the work was proceeding without 
reference to capital ships. 

“I hope an agreement will be 
reached before Aug. 1, when our del- 
egation has reservations to go home,” 
Mr. Gibson said. ‘‘We are extremely 
satisfied with the way the proceedings 
are progressing and the amicable tone 
of the negotiations. Reports of 
trouble among the delegations are ab- 
solutely untrue, everything is in har- 
mony and the courtesy is charming.” 

Indications now are that the Brit- 
ish and Japanese are making a pre- 
liminary examination of the various 
problems before bringing up the ques- 
tion of capital ships. 

British See Pariey’s Suspension.

LONDON, June 29. — Following the 
Japanese decision to support the Brit- 
ish to reduce capital ship tonnage be- 
fore the Washington treaty expires, 
it is noted here that the continental 
nations, especially the French, are 
showing greater approval of the Brit- 
ish plans than formerly. 

It is intimated in naval circles in 
London that the Geneva naval reduc- 
tion conference now is merely marking 
time. Reports are spreading here again

All day yesterday and all last night 
this monotonous radio signal told the 
world that Commander Richard E.

The signal is the call letters of Byrd’s 
plane, and is sent automatically while 
the four trans-oceanic flyers navigate 
their ship. The only time it is not on 
the air is when Lieut. George C. No- 
ville, the radio operator, is in direct

The America's radio equipment, de- 
signed especially for the flight by en- 
gineers in the naval research labora- 
tory, consists of two transmitting sets. 
The main set, the one which is send- 
ing out the automatic signal, is in 
the cabin of the plane, enclosed in a 
flame proof box to eliminate the pos- 
a? of a spark igniting the gaso- 

ne. 

The automatic is being sent 
on a wave length of 690 meters, mak- 
ing it audfible to ship and short wave 
stations, but in case of trouble the 


the internationa] distress wave length, 
600 meters. The set sends only tele- 
graphic signals, but either speech or 
signals can be heard on the receiving 


set. 
Also Carry Emergency Set. 

The emergency set is in the tail of 
the part of the ship which most prob- 
ably would remain out of water in 
case of a forced landing at sea. This 
set, while its range is not as great 
as that of the regular set, is suffi- 
ciently powerful to guide ships to the 
plane in case of trouble. 

The automatic signal of the main 
set makes it possible for ships to keep

PROFESSOR SAYS 


Raps Extracts Made 
for Internal Use. 


Gland extracts, taken into the stom- 
}ach in the form of pills or liquids, with 


accounts of patients, Prof, Anton J. 
Carlson, head of the physiology de- 
partment at the University of Chicago, | 
said yesterday in a lecture on the 
most recent investigations in the field 
of ductless glands. 

Extracts of almost all parts of the 
body are made commercially, purport- 
ing to cure numerous ailments, Prof. 
Carlson said, but there is no scientific 
basis for belief that any of them ex- 
cept the thyroid have any action when 
taken through the mouth. He added, 
however, that injection of glandular 
extracts is effective, giving insulin as 
one example.

WHERE THE INCOME TAXES 
COME FROM. 


The internal revenue bureau has made public 
the sources, geographically speaking, of federal in- 
come tax collections in Illinois. In the entire state, 
in the calendar year 1925, there were 357,000, or 
717 per cent, in Cook county and another 14,000 
in the adjoining counties of the metropolitan dis- 
trict. Certainly less than 20 per cent, and probably 
considerably less than that, of the total number of 
income tax payers in Illinois can be considered 
downstaters. 

A state income tax bill is pending in the Illinois 
legislature. The proposal has the support of th¢ 
same farmers’ organizations which have already 
foisted a gasoline taxon city dwellers. The desire 
of the squires for thé inoome fax, it is now amply 
clear, does not spring from any urge to modernize 
Illinois’ system of taxation, but rather from the 
conviction that the tax is one which city men 
will pay. | 

The urban sections of the state have been 
cheated of their constitutional representation at 
Springfield. The interests of the residents of 
Peoria, East St. Louis, Rockford and. the other 
cities of the state are as completely at the mercy 
of the squires as are those of Chicago and its 
suburbs. Adequate representation for Chicago 
would- protect all the urban population of the state 
from unjust taxation. Eventually this truth will 
become apparent outside of Cook county. Kane 
county, including Elgin and Aurora, has 5,300 fed- 
eral income tax payers; Peoria county hag 4,900; 
Winnebago county, in which Rockford is situated, 
has nearly 4,000. The imposition on all these voters 
of unjust taxes by a dishonestly constituted legis- 
lature ought to have important political conse- 
quences.

TABLES ALL SET FOR 
HEALTHIEST YEAR. 

HE tables seem to be set for the 
healthiest year in the history of 
the country. Five months have 
passed and during that period the 


death rate of nearly sixty of the larger 
cities has been the lowest ever according 
to the U. S. census Office. 


This office 
issues a weekly health index which cov- 
ers health conditions as indicated by 
death rates in these cities where half the 


population of the country live. 


The period covered in each bulletin is 


the current year and the two preceding 
years. The year 1927 is the banner one, 
at least so far as the first five months 
are concerned. 

The long distance weather prophets tell 
us that 1927 is to be a cold year; that 
the summertime especially is to be cold. 
They compare the forecast of 1927 with 
the record of 1816 when the weather con- 
tinued cold all summer and snow fell 
in many unaccustomed locations during 
the usually hot season. 
have cold like this all summer it would 
be hard on the farmers and next winter 
we may be living on straw and bark, but 
it would cause a very low summer death 
rate.

The record for the last five years shows 


that from about the first of June until 
about the first of November there is 
but little sickness and but few deaths. 
Mothers now understand the art of feed- 
ing babies, and “hot flannel bandages and 
flannel petttcoats no longer adorn the 
very young youth of the land in July 
and August. All of us know how to avoid 
typhoid, and dysentery in grown people 
has disappeared because we are care- 
ful of what we drink and eat dyring the 
hot season. 


If this low record made during the first 


five months continues well below the ex- 
pected rate during the usually hot sea- 
son the undertakers will be able to go 
to Europe and the doctors can play golf 
all day every day. A little extra care 
with the children this summer; a little 
more caution in eating on the part of 
adults; a little more attention to flies 
and we ought to go to November 1 with 
a banner history for ten months. It would 
not then require much of a strong pull 
and an all-pull-together to carry on the 
good record during the last two months 
of the year.

A TRACTION JOKER. 

Chicago, June 27.—If the traction bills 
now pending in the general assembly 
shall all be passed and railroad com- 
panies are given authority to acquire 
by construction, purchase, lease or other- 
wise the street railways of the city of 
Chicago, the city cannot afford to grant 
any franchise to any railroad company 
dominated by Mr. InsulL That gentle- 
man takes the position that the city has 
no power to attach any conditions to 
any franchise granted a railroad com- 
pany. 

In the litigation now pehding between 


the elevated railroads and the city, the 
attorney for the Rapid Transit company 
contends that the conditions contained 
in the ordinances granting those ‘com- 
panies the right to construct a railroad 
upon the eets of Chicago are invalid. 
It was vided in the south side ordi- 
nances and in the ordinapce to the 
Northwestern Elevated that the roads 
Should be used for the carriage of pas- 
sengers and mail:only. Mr. Insull’s 
North Shore company is now operating 
freight trains [‘‘ express trains,”’ he calls 
them] on the elevated lines in direct 
violation of these provisions. When the 
city sought to stop the running of these 
freight trains, pointing to the provisions 
of the ordinances, the attofneys for the 
railway company said that those provi- 
sions were wholly ineffective an 

the only power the city had was simply 
to grant the right to construct the road 
—that it had no authority to annex any 
conditions. 

If the Chicago Rapid Transit company 
acquires the present street railway sys- 
tem and then comes to the city asking 
for the right to operate the system and 
to lay other surface or elevated tracks

Chicago's midyear municipal budget, 
istaling $1,520,361, was approved yes- 
terday by the city council.

Have View of Baily’s Beads. 

The astronomer was enthusiastic tes 
the appearance of “ Baily’s beads,” 
called in honor of the astronomer Bs 
discovered them. Sir Frank said this 
phenomenon was visible just before the 
total eclipse, when a thin slip of a 
nascent sun is broken up, resembling 
a chapjet of pearls for a moment be- 
fore the darkness. 

**The corona was exttemely bright,” 
Sir Frank explained. ‘‘It was like a 
marvelous halo outspreading all around 
to the width. of the moon's face. It 
was very cold in those seconds. I 
understand the temperature dropped 
ten degrees.”’ 

The British delegation of astrono- 
mers from Cambridge and _ several 
American groups who had set up an 
observatdry at Fagernas, Norway, had 
feeble success in photographing the 
corona because of clouds. German ex- 
peditions at Ringebu got gvod pic- 
tures. 


Many Americans See “ Show.”’ 


Perhaps half a million from Lon- 
don, Scotland and far away lands 
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Engiand in which the eclipse was 
total. -In London it was only 98 per 
cent. Hundreds of Americans were 
among the excursionists.

The throngs gave vent to 
their nervous tension by handclap- 
ping and cheers.

EARLY MEETING 
FOR CONGRESS 
HELD UNLIKELY | 


Washington, D. 29.—[Spe- 
cial. J—Indication that an early session 
of congress is now held improbable 
in administration circles is seen in to- 
day’s announcement by Representative 
W. R. Green [Rep., Ia.], chairman of 
the house ways and means committee, 
that the committee will meet Oct. 31 
to undertake preparation of a tax re- 
vision bill before congress meets on 
Dec. 5.

Pete Miller Tops Qualifiers

If there is such a thing as a spirit 
of golf course, the one which calls 
Columbus park its home must have de- 
‘fied the heat and roared with laughter 
yesterday.

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NEW LOAN BOARD 


HEAD EXPECTED 


Help for the farmers of the north- 


tation of the farm loar act by Eugene 
Meyer Jr., who was made head of the 
federal farm loan board last month 
is looked for by financial men con- 
versant with agricultu.ral banking. 

The atep which Mr. Meyer is expected 
to take would be throus'!: the rules af- 
fecting joint stock land b. ks on tech- 
mica] defaults a mont. prior to 
crop harvesting. The ‘pinion prevails 
that in sections of Minnesota and South 
Dakota land banks have been obliged to 
withdraw as collateral large amounts of 
principal mortgages as of June 1, be- 
cause there were slight technical de- 
faults. 


Would Help Banks, Too. 

In most cases, it is averred, farmers 
have paid up all of their debt on the 
mortgage with the exception of a small 
and final payment which they are obliged 
te let go until their crops are harvested. 
Im instances of this sort there is no doubt 
the final payment will be made. If the 
farm loan board would interpret the 
law so as to permit a 60 day extension of 
the last payment the troubles of the 
land banks would also be obviated to a 
considerable extent in that they would 
not be forced to substitute Liberty bonds 
as collateral for mortgages, which would 
be entirely paid up within six to eight 
weeks. 

The argument is made that, therefore, 
the activities of the farm loan board 
have been in the hands of men well in- 
tentioned, but unfamiliar with agricul- 
tural credit conditions. Critics point to 
tn@ policy of many corporations, includ- 
ing manufacturers of agricultural ma- 
chinery, who appreciate the position of 
the farmer just prior to the harvesting 
of his crop. Under theese circumstances, 
and when most of 2 bill has been paid, 
extension of payment until harvest time 
is practically certain.

First saute or fry 
one medium sized chopped onion in one 
tablespoon of fat. Salt pork fat is 
excellent for this. When the onion 
is soft, add four tablespoons of 
chopped mushrooms and cook them 
gently until they are dry, adding a 
little salt and pepper and nutmeg. 
This quantity, of course, can be multi- 
plied and served as a seasoning for 
various dishes. It will keep for several 
days. 


tion and bake them until they are ten- 
der. Another use fs to put the mush- 
rooms into thick meat gravies. It 
must be remembered that they should 
be cut up exceedingly fine. 

To prepare the tomatoes in the most 
careful way, cut them in halves—you 
can squeeze out some of the juice if 
you like, but do not change the shape 
—then stand the halves on a buttered 
tin. Bake until half done or until 
the juice shows on top, then take out 
‘and spread with the minced and 
cooked mushrooms. Grate a crust of 
ibread over them, add bits of butter 
and put in the oven to finish: These 
make an elegant meat garnish, good 
enough for a larded tenderloin.

The sleeveless dress season being 
upon us, arms are at attention! What 
kind of inspection do yours bear up 
under? Are they the symmetrical, 
with nicely rounded elbows? If so, 
it’s a grand season for you. But for 
a lot of us who'd like to be just as 
cool and free of sleeve covering, it’s 
not such a bright time of the year. 

For the woman whose arms are no- 
ticeably ugly, there’s just one code of 
kindness for the poor dumb things 
whose fault it may not be at all, and 
it is to spare them the disclosure by 
some filmy covering, be it ever so thin. 


This goes for the ponderously fat arm, 
fearfully lean.

Arms are difficult things to train 
flesh on and off of. It can be done, 
but not in a week or two just before 
you plan to wear the sleeveless frock. 
To get wc'ght on or off an arm six 
weeks is the shortest time in which 
improvement may be looked for, and 
gix months is more likely to show 
favorable results. I don’t mean to 
discourage you—but the arms, like 
the legs seem to respond less quickly 
to improvement than any other parts 
of the body. Fat off the waist, for in- 
stance, you can accomplish in the in- 
credibly short period of a month if 
your appetite can be curbed and you 
will do the sort of exercises that are 
recommended for waist reduction. But 
from experience gained over a num- 
ber of years with a great many women, 
I have learned the arms require more 
patience to bring them under control 
and symmetrical rules. 


But for both thin and fat arms this 
particular season has one exercise 
that will do more to get them into 
presentable shape than any you can 
It is swimming.
